“But to this day we’ve never 
been notified by the police or 
fire departments about the acci- 
dent’’, he charged. This, despite 
a promise from either a policeman 
or Deputy Cole to the girls that 
the families would be notified, 
Ritchie continued. He said his 
daughter wanted to go into the 
house of a friend near the acci- 
dent to call home but ‘‘she was 
refused’’ and they ‘‘assured her 
they would notify us’’. Instead, 
he said neighbors called him and 
one family while parents of the 
other girl weren’t told until the 
hospital called them to come get 
her. “‘It was quite a shock’’, he 
commented, to hear a brief re- 
port of an accident without know- 
ing how bad the injuries might be 
or any other details. Ritchie also 
commented that there are two- 
way radios in the cruisers and 
thought they might have been 
used to notify the station to call 
the parents. 


Whose Business? 

He said his car had been towed 
away when he got to the scene 
and when he asked Deputy Cole 
where the car was, he replied 
“‘what business is it of yours ?’’. 

“*I got riled’’ and made a few 
unkind remarks, and Cole said 
“You don’t even know me”’. “‘I 
have witnesses to that’’, Ritchie 
continued. Cole entered the 
chief’s car, Ritchie said, and 
“flatly denied he drove the jeep”’ 
although several persons in the 
crowd had identified him as the 
driver. 

Next, Ritchie said a hunt for 
the car keys began because a 
key to his mother’s store was on 
the ring. He said he went to the 
police station but the officer on 
duty didn’t know anything about 
it as it happened before he came 
on duty. They were finally lo- 
cated jn the car which had been 
towed to an Elm st. garage. 

Ritchie several times mentioned 
his interest not only in the acci- 
dent but in swift driving by the 
fire department and the problems 
arising if a piece of apparatus 
becomes involved in an accident 
while on the way to a fire.

should send the proper 
ors and leave’ abatements up to 
that board. Acting on that ad- 
vice, the BPW has since sent 
several cases to the assessors, 
only to have them sent back. 

Monday night, Mr. Stulgis told 
the selectmen ‘‘That’s right. 
They’re the only ones who can 
do that’’, referring to the BPW. 
He said there has been a law on 
the books for a long time outlin- 
ing the abatement procedure. 


Members of the BPW, meeting | 


Monday night too, recalled Mr. 
Stulgis’ remarks clearly. And they 
remembered commenting that the 
abatement problem, then, was one 
that someone else would have to 
face. 

Mr. Stulgis was at the select- 
men’s meeting on another matter, 
but the subject came up when a 
Ballardvale resident appeared 
asking relief from the sewer 
assessment. He has been to the 
BPW several times and has been 
told to see the assessors. 

The TOWNSMAN of Aug. 23, on 
page 12, carried a news story 
outlining the information given 
the BPW by Mr. Stulgis. One par- 
agraph read ‘‘Stulgis also point- 
ed out that the assessors have 
the job of reviewing any assess- 
ments for possible abatement. 
The board of public works com- 
pletes its endof the job by send- 
ing the assessments to the asses- 
sors, he pointed out.”’ 

Mr. White explained that 
assessors have responsibility for 
real estate and personal property 
taxes, but not over betterment 
assessments. He advised the 
Ballardvale resident to write the 
BPW expressing his wish for an 
abatement and confer with that 
board at a later date.

The planning board has ap- 


| proved Fred Cheever’s plan for a 


sub-division off Holt rd. 

But tight restrictions were 
placed on the developnent, main- 
ly concerning surface water drain- 
age. At its meeting last week, 
the board overrode the object- 


tions of Frederick O’Brien, who 


said he couldn’t see any good in 
the plan for the town. 

Cheever’s plan was approved 
as to lot layout, with restrictions 
that will mean completion of the 
entire drainage work before build- 
ing can begin. The board of pub- 
lic works will have authority to 
eventually approve the drainage. 
Mr. Cheever will have to get ap- 
proval from the board of health 
for every lot before it is built up- 
on and the problem of over-10 
percent road grades must be 
straightened out. One street in 
the development was slightly over 
that maximum figure. 

Mr. O’Brien also objected to 
the developer’S idea that plans 
should be recorded before another 
rezoning takes place — and said 
he didn’t believe it to be fair to 
have developers anticipate poss- 
ible legislation and take action 
to freeze the property. 


Playgrounds Served 


36,468 During Year 


An estimated 36,468 youngsters 
made use of the playgrounds dur- 
ing the summer. 

Supervisor George Snyder, in a 
post-season review, said the es- 
timate averages out to a daily at- 
tendance of 1013. There were 
‘1937 young people registered for 
the year. 

The 1956 registration was 1937, 
a marked jump over the year be- 
fore when 1405 children signed up 
for the annual playground season. 

By playgrounds, Snyder said 
the final registration was: Cen- 
tral, 620; Ballardvale, 529; Shaw- 
sheen, 391; Indian Ridge, 275 and 
North District, 122.
